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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claim 10, renumbered as claim 4, in the first line, change "claim 8" to read " claim 2 ". 
Claim 11, renumbered as claim 5, in the first line, change "claim 8" to read " claim 2 ". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The present claims are allowable over the 'closest' prior art, namely Ecsedy (US 
3,968,062). 

5. The limitations that are the basis for the allowance appear in claim 1, a vulcanizing agent 
consisting of the combination of the polysulfide of formula (I) where R is a tertio-butyl or tertio- 
pentyl group, the average value of n and n' is approximately 2, and the average value of p is 
approximately 5 with an unsubstituted urea. 

6. It is noted that an unsubstituted urea has the chemical structure of H 2 N-C(0)-NH 2 , which 
is supported by the specification pg. 3-4, where formula (II) is R'NHCONHR" and R' and R" 
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may each be a hydrogen atom. Also, it is noted that the Examples in the specification use "urea" 
which is also "unsubstituted urea". 

7. Claims 8-11 depend from claim 1 and therefore contain the limitations of claim 1. 

8. The claims are allowable because Ecsedy does not teach the claimed vulcanizing agent. 
Rather, Ecsedy teaches a vulcanizing agent that encompasses a broad genus of polysulfides, with 
no teachings to the specific polysulfides claimed. Additionally, Ecsedy does not teach the 
claimed unsubstituted urea. Rather, Ecsedy teaches coagents that include a diethylthiourea, 
which is a distinctly different chemical compound. Additionally, Ecsedy teaches the presence of 
additional vulcanizing components, such as zinc oxide, which would be excluded from the 
instant claims by the use of the transitional phrase "consisting of". The vulcanizing agent of 
Ecsedy fall outside the scope of claim 1. Furthermore, Ecsedy does not provide any motivation 
to use the specific polysulfide/urea combination claimed. 

9. Because a vulcanizing agent consisting of the combination of the polysulfide of formula 
(I) where R is a tertio-butyl or tertio-pentyl group, the average value of n and n' is approximately 
2, and the average value of p is approximately 5 with an unsubstituted urea of claim 1 is not 
found in the prior art, it is clear that the rejections of record are untenable and thus the present 
claims are passed to issue.
